of butter molted and a teaspoonEul of 
prepared poultry dressing, or a little 
sage, pepper and salt. 


Considering tlie important part that 


potatoes play In every dinner, careful 
directions cannot be repeated too often. 
"Aunt Jane's" plan is an excellent one. 


BOILED POTATOES. 


A mealy white boiled potato is a very 


difleient article of food from a soggy 
dark one. 
To secure the former, choose 


potatoes of uniform size, so that all 
will be equally cooked In the same time. 
Pare and soak in cold water for an hour, 
or longer if old. Boil in salted, cold or 
hot water, according to the variety ot 
potato used. If you flncl that the variety 
used gives the best result put on to boll 
in cold water use It, allowing a longer 
time for the cooking. Usually half an 
hour from the time they begin to boil 
is sufficient. When soft, drain off all 
the water at once and set back on the 
etove a minute to do off. They will be 
toggy if left soaking in the water when 
flone. Do not cover in a vegetable dish, 
as this condenses the steam and wall 
make them solid. 
Let the potatoes 


Stand for a minute in the oven after 
being peeled, to keep warm, until taken 
to tlie table. 


I once ate at a table where some pecu- 


liar looking vegetables were served. On 
inquiiing I learned that they -weie beets 
v.hich had been spoiled through being 
cut before cooked, i nstead of merely 
cleaned. If "Aunt Jane's" directions be 
followed 


BOILED BEETS 


make an excellent dish. 


Wash the beets, but do not peel or cut 


them, for the Juice escapes very easily, 
A tablespoonful of sugar added to the 
water in which they are boiled is con- 
sidered an improvement by some, Boll 
two or three hours in winter; one hour 
in summer. 


When done, dash cold water over them 


to make the skins slip off easily, peel, 
ullce and sprinkle with salt and pepper, 
and put dots of butter among the slices.

If ap- 
ples are scarce, the parings and cores 
may be used with excellent results for 
the jelly and the bulk of the fruit for 
pies or sauce.

duced as a workingman and as^a temper- 
ance man who could tell how to "lay up 


safe deposit." Mr. MoDougall said that 


it was difficult to draw the line between 
thrift ahd stinginess. The laboring man 
is more generous in proportion to his 
means than the rich man. The poor man 
who labors for his children's education is 
perhaps the best of all our citizens. But 
many a poor man leaves his wages on 
Saturday night in the saloon, and some 
leave a part of their wages every day, as 
did Hagai's workmen who had holes in 
the bags in which they placed their 
wages. This was a dead loss and the 
workman was at fault. There is, how- 
ever, a real temptation for a workman, 
tired at night, to take a glass of liquor and 
feel a renewed vigor. It is, he said, a 
pleasant sensation. But there is a better 
invigorator than liquor,—Jesus Christ 
who is a constant inspiration and exhilar- 
ation. 
Christ was a divine carpenter 


whose leadership makes the use of any 
other exhilaration unnecessary. 


George B. Perry was introduced as an 


employer of labor of long experience' 
He said he would prefer to have the 
meetings called gospel meetings rather 
than gospel temperance meetings. He 
liked goapel for it was inclusive of temper- 
ance. His message to the audience was 
this; "Personal purity in thought, word 
and deed." He had seen much of life 
and knew its various phases, its tempta- 
iona. He knew how 'easily a young man 
with best influences about him could be 
ed astray and become an object of dis- 
•ace. Men in society were liable to de- 
troy ing temptations. Purity, Mr, Perry 
oDBidered to be of the first consideration 
n a right lite. Ho himself had had the 
greatest temptations but had been saved 
by God's grace. Young men should es- 
lecially be on tueir guard against all sen- 
uality, and should especially avoid evi^ 
ompanionship. Evil talk should never 
e listened to. Our own North Adams 
treets bore testimony to what young men 
in come to. Mr. Perry read from Dr. 
unger and Phillips Brooks to show the 


nflnence of companionship, and the in- 
luence of each one's life upon other lives, 
iin'a results are very far reaching and 
rery ruinous, said Mr. Perry. He closed 
>y quoting the beatitude: "Blessed are 
he pure in fleait for they shall see God." 
Mr. Tenuey then spoke of the father- 


nood of God and the brothership of 
Christ. He spoke of the fraternity of men 


North Adams and hoped it would in- 


crease. 
He then introduced Secretary 


Lovejoy of the Y. M. C. A. 


Mr. Lovejoy began by warmly second- 
ng Mr. Perry's remarks on personal 
purity. 
Young men's temptations were 


veiy great. The devil seemed to especi- 
ally hunt for young men. North Adams 
young men must soon take up the work 
of the older business men, and only stal- 
wart manhood can meet the occasion. 
No young man with vicious habits can fill 
an important place. 


Mr. Tonney next spoke briefly of the 


necessity for genuine men. He appealed 
to young men to become genuine. Every 
person in Wilson hall had will power 
enough to leave drink alone. The power 
of Goda-nd Christ would bs on the side o^ 
all who tried to be genuine and godly. 
The thief King in Boston had begun his 
downward career by tampering with his 
manhood, by letting his passions gain 
mastery over him. Mr. Tenney here grew 
intensely earnest and eloquent in his 
appeal to young men to lead pure lives 
and to listen to the dictates of manhood's 
conscience. 


After the singing of "Hold the Fort,' 


Mr. Church spoke of the social impurity 
lie saw daily on our streets. Young mea 
and young girls were daily talking filth 
or badness on our streets. He was ap- 
palled by the impurity daily and nightly 
breeding on our streets, Mr. Church 
then instanced a man who bail come to 
his house a poverty-stricken and drinking 
man yet physically strong, and who 15 
years ago was making good wages but 
now waa unable to earn wages because of 
drink. He had taken the pledge at Mr. 
Church's home, and had impressed Mr. 
Church aa an object lesson to all young 
men of what they can come to by indulg- 
ing in evil habits. Sin must be gotten rid 
of before men can become better. Drink 
is at the bottom of the social impurity of 
the city. There is blood poisoning in 
this municipality. It is poisoning the 
whole community—officials and all. It is 
palsying oar community life. The la&t
